REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY AGENT 


The unusually severe winter from January through April 1958 
put a heavy burden on the taxpayers and the Highway Department, 
requiring a large expenditure of the 1958 appropriation. Costs from 
January 1 through April 30, 1958 amounted to just over $8,000.00 
compared with costs of $4,500.00 for the same period of 1957, a 
difference of $3,500.00. 


The Piper Bridge finally collapsed and was replaced by a greatly- 
improved bridge at a cost of $1,025.00 not including planking. Cost 
of plank purchased for the Piper Bridge and five other bridges was 
$470.00. Labor and materials used on these other bridges and on 
new guard rails amounted to $205.00, making a total expenditure on 
bridges of $1,700.00. 


With the new equipment now available to the Highway De- 
partment, it is expected that our Town roads can be much improved 
and that snow removal can be done better and faster. This will result 
in a very considerable saving in labor costs. 


A great amount of brush cutting should be done along our 
roads and the department hopes that some money will be provided 
for this purpose in the 1959 appropriation. 


It appears that the bridge over Hewes Brook at the Lyme- 
Hanover line must be replaced at the earliest possible time. A con- 
siderable expnditure will be required for patching and replanking por- 
tions of the North Thetford Bridge.

On April 25, 1958, the Selectmen signed an agreement with 
Scott Machinery, Inc. of Concord covering the rental (with purchase 
option) of a new 88-L Power Grader complete with plow and snow 
wing, under the following terms: 


1, Rental of $350.00 per month from May 1958 through March 
1959. (eleven months) 

2. If the Town rents the grader to the State or to others, one-half 
of the amount received (after deducting operator’s wages) is to 
be paid to Scott Machinery, Inc. 

3. The Town has an option to purchase the complete grader, plow 
and snow wing for $21,406.00. 

4. If the Town votes to purchase the equipment, ninety percent 
of all rentals paid will be applied to the purchase price. 

5. If the Town does not vote to purchase, the rental agreement 
is cancelled and the equipment must be returned to Scott Ma- 
chinery, Inc.

The memorial book listed 
above was given in memory of Mrs. Nettie DeGoosh. A memorial 
book in memory of Mr. Haynes Johnson is soon to be selected by 
the Book Committee. In early January, but too late for inclusion in 
the treasurer’s report, the trustees received a fund in the amount of 
$67.79 to be used for books to be added to our permanent collection 
in memory of Mr. Guy Brockway. 

During the year, members of the board of trustees and librarians 
attended the annual meeting of the New Hampshire Library Trustees 
Association in Laconia, and a neighborhood meeting in Laconia. In 
October our library was host to the editors and staff of the North 
Country Libraries, a bulletin concerned with library services, published 
jointly by the State Library of New Hampshire and the Free Public 
Library Commission of Vermont. In the April issue of this magazine, 
the Lyme Town Library was featured in an article entitled Small but 
Mighty, which described our library as ‘“‘a vital community institution.” 

During National Library Week, in March, an exhibit of the 
many varieties of books available at our library, including interesting 
historical material about this area, was displayed in the windows of 
Nichol’s Hardware Store. For two-week intervals during the summer 
months, the library exhibit case was used to display interesting ob- 
jects and collections belonging to families in the community. A special 
exhibit for Art Week consisted of two prize-winning oil paintings 
loaned by Miss Becky Piper. 

Due to loss by fire, few official town records exist prior to 1872. 
During the past year, Miss Lucy King has compiled from a variety 
of sources 1,089 birth records for that period. Miss King works 
closely with the Archives Committee of the trustees which is interested 
in the collection and preservation of documents pertaining to Lyme 
history. Plans are being made to provide proper storage for her 
material, and any other papers or records which may be made avail- 
able, in the basement room of the library. 

A new catalogue file purchased in 1958 is useful to the librarians 
and the public alike. Plans for 1959 include a long overdue increase 
in salaries for the librarians, another series of summer exhibits and 
minor repairs to the pillars of the library portico. 

The trustees are keenly aware of the importance of the continued 
support of the community through its financial appropriation, and of 
the numerous activities of many “friends of the library” in its 
behalf. To all who give generously of time, effort, and thought, and 
whose only reward is the continuing success of the program, the 
trustees are grateful.

The following is a report of the activities conducted by the New 
Hampshire Department of Health, Bureau of Public Health Nursing, 
for the year 1958. 


A clinic for immunizations for children was held at the Lyme 
Village School in February 1958. Nine children received Triple Toxoid 
and fifty-six received the Salk Vaccine given by Dr. Putnam. The 
nurse was assisted at this clinic by members of the Lyme P.T.A. 


A preschool Dental Fluorine program was held from August 7th 
to August 28th at Lyme Center School. Fifty-five children attended, 
received dental cleaning and excellent dental instruction by a Dental 
Hygienist of the Bureau of Dental Health, New Hampshire Depart- 
ment of Health. Forty-four of these children completed four fluorine 
treatments. My sincere thanks for the use of the school and the ex- 
cellent cooperation of the local P.T.A. for assisting with appointments, 
doing clerical work at the clinics, transporting children to the clinic 
and arranging for and sponsoring board and room for the Dental 
Hygienist while she was in the community conducting the clinic. 


Home visits have also been made in the town on mothers, babies 
and preschool children and arrangements have been made for chil- 
dren to attend diagnostic clinics at Hanover, assistance given under 
the New Hampshire Sight Conservaton Program and follow-up visits 
made as necessary.

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200TH ANNIVERSARY (1961) COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Bicentennial Committee had a meeting in Lyme on Octo- 
ber 19, with nine towns represented and attended a meeting of seven 
of these plus two others in Hanover on January 11. These towns 
agreed to pool information and to work together to get the maximum 
free publicity possible. It is expected that this can be done through 
the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region, the New Hampshire and the 
Vermont State Planning and Development Commissions. 

The Committee recommends that the first week-end of August, 
1961, be set aside for Lyme’s specific celebration; that on Saturday 
there be a parade, (including historical floats) a free time for visiting 
and viewing exhibits of 1) photographs and 2) rooms and crafts 
showing how people lived in the first hundred years of the town, a 
basket supper, speakers, a band concert, and a torchlight parade 
with a bonfire as a finale; that on Sunday there be a joint memorial 
service at the Plain church. It is hoped that former ministers from 
both the Lyme Center Baptist Church and the Lyme Congregational 
Church will be able to assist at this service. 

Further, the Committee recommends that houses built in the 
first hundred years be marked with signs. It is hoped that this 
program will be self-supporting with families buying signs for their 
own homes. A 6 x 16 inch sign with four numerals would cost 
only $1.25. 

The Committee recommends that a pamphlet containing a few 
pictures and short chapters on various aspects of the town’s history 
be printed. It hopes that this program will also be self-supporting 
in that the sale of these pamphlets should produce enough money to 
reimburse the town for the initial expense. 

Also, the Committee suggests that there be an exhibition set up 
in the Barnes Auditorium showing how people lived in the first hun- 
dred years. This would be open to the public for a month or six 
weeks for a small admisssion fee; it would be open at no charge during 
the Bicentennial Week-end. This exhibit would include reproductions 
of a settler’s home, living rooms of about 1830 and 1860, a dining- 
rcom and a bedroom of about 1850, as well as exhibits of farming, 
carpentry, and shoemaking tocls and those of any other crafts which 
were practiced in Lyme. Other towns have indicated a willingness 
to cooperate in such a venture by loaning items if necessary. 

The Committee hopes that the people in Lyme will accept its 
report and see fit to implement its plans.

STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Grafton, SS. School District of Lyme 


To the inhabitants of the School District of Lyme qualified to 
vote in District Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Barnes Auditorium on 
Tuesday, the tenth of March, 1959, at 1:30 P. M. to act on the 
following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
Article 2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To choose a member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years. 


Article 4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Commit- 
tees, or other officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 6. To choose Agents, Auditors, Committees in relation 
to any subjects embraced in this Warrant and fix their salaries. 


Article 7. To see what sum of money the district will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of school 
district officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory ob- 
ligations of said district, and to authorize the application against 
said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be received from 
the state equalization fund together with other income; the school 
board to certify to the selectmen the balance between the estimated 
revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes 
by the town. 


Article 8. To see if the district will raise and appropriate, in 
addition to the original appropriation for 1958-59, a sum of money 
to be made available to the school district prior to July 1, 1959, 
in order to meet obligations due to unanticipated costs primarily 
due to repairs necessary for re-opening a room in the Plain School, 
employing a teacher on a full-time rather than a part-time basis, and 
an increase in the number of tuition pupils. 


Article 9. To see if the district will vote to authorize the school 
board to make application for and to accept, on behalf of the district, 
any or all grants or offers for educational purposes which may now 
or hereafter be forthcoming from the State of New Hampshire and/or 
United States. 
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Article 10. To see if the district will authorize the school board 
to enter into a contract with Thetford Academy, Thetford, Vermont, 
as necessary for the education of the children of the Lyme School 
District. 


Article 11. To see if the district will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,275.00 for the establishment of a federally-aided school 
lunch program, said appropriation being for the purposes of subsidiz- 
ing the program, of purchasing equipment, and to enable the district 
to avail itself of federal funds for such a program, and to authorize 
the school board to make application for, and to apply against this 
appropriation any or all grants or other funds which may now or 
hereafter be forthcoming from the United States Government and/or 
from the State of New Hampshire for this purpose. 

(With the recommendation of the Budget Committee.) 


Article 12. To see if the district will construct an addition to 
the Barnes School, including the purchase of necessary equipment 
and the necessary grading, filling and draining of land and building 
walks and drives, and appropriate $80,000.00 therefor and to raise

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 


I present herein my report for 1958, my fifth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools in Lyme. In preparing the report I have 
used material freely from the report submitted to me by Mr. Roger 
Williams, Principal. 


Overcrowding at Barnes School 
One of the most serious problems that the Lyme School District 
must face is the overcrowding at the Barnes School. The school 
opened in January, 1958. The old Plain School was closed at that 
time. In September, 1958 it became necessary to reopen a room in 
the Plain School in order to accomodate the pupils. The room as- 
signments have been as follows: 


Room Total Pupils Pupils by Grades 
Mrs. Woodward 30 Grade 1-17, Grade 2-13 
Mrs. Tullar (Plain School) 19 Grade 3-19 
Mrs. Rich 27 Grade 4-19, Grade 5- 8 
Mrs. Messier 25 Grade 5-11, Grade 6-14 
Mr. Williams , 24 Grade 7--13, Grade 8 -12 


The number is too great in Mrs. Woodward’s and Mrs. Rich’s 
room, particularly with two grades in each room, while at the same 
time at the Center School there are only nine in one room and eighteen 
in the other. In the Chesley School, which should not house more 
than fifteen, there are twenty-six children. 


The whole situation is unsound both educationally and financially. 
While the teachers at the Barnes and Chesley Schools have pupil 
Joads that are too large for effective teaching, the loads at the Center 
are too small. The fourth and eighth grades at the Center, for in- 
stance have only one pupil each, neither of whom can have the 
challenge, the discussion, the companionship in work possible in 
larger groups of the same grade level. At the same time, the per- 
pupil cost at the Center is much higher than at the Barnes. Our 
figures indicate that the per-pupil cost for 1958-59 at the Center 
School will be $395.00; at the Barnes, $269.00; and at the Chesley, 
$233.00. The per-pupil cost at the Center will thus be $126.00 higher 
than at Barnes. 


Furthermore, the children at Center cannot benefit fully from 
the modern Barnes building, and especially from the auditorium- 
gymnasium, 
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The total enrollment estimate for September, 1959 is as follows:

The time has come when there are enough pupils in Lyme to 
warrant a separate room for each grade and it would be educationally 
and economically sound to have such an arrangement. To do so would 
mean, of course, a consolidated school. 


I clearly recognize the desire of neighborhoods to have their own 
schools. There is merit in neighborhood schools when they can be 
educationally and financially sound. Is it not time, however, for Lyme, 
in its thinking, to place more emphasis on the educational welfare of 
its children? I hope that the day is not too far distant when Lyme 
will have a modern, consolidated school for all of its children. 


Curricular and Related Activities 


The following paragraphs are quoted from Mr. William’s report 
to me: 


“Studies. A report card committee of two teachers and the prin- 
cipal is engaged in investigating what other towns are doing to improve 
their reporting to parents. It is hoped that the study will result in a 
better system for Lyme. The two teachers are Mrs. Messier and 
Mrs. Tullar. 


“Beginning next year, a new social studies program will be intro- 
duced. The teachers are now in the process of deciding which program 
best fits the needs of the local community. Mrs. Rich and Mrs. Per- 
kins arranged with various publishers to have representatives show 
their social studies books and programs, and have also obtained in- 
formation from other communities. All of this is being reported to 
the other teachers for their consideration. 


‘““A new spelling series has been put into effect in all classes in 
all the schools, and. with good results. 


“New textbooks are needed badly in the health field. Guidance 
for seventh and eighth-grade pupils is needed. 
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“Standard Tests. The Stanford Achievement Tests were given 
in April, 1958, and this year scholastic aptitude tests will also be 
given, in accordance with the testing program set up four years ago. 
Last year, arithmetic was again very good in most classes. Spelling 
also improved again, but more improvement is needed to raise the 
school to standard. All other subjects were close to average. About 
as many pupils were above the median standard score for their grade 
as were below. 


“Physical Education. Children in the Barnes School and Center 
School take part in an athletic program which includes basketball, 
touch football, and softball. This gives them physical training and 
participation in games with other schools. Last year, the boys’ basket- 
ball team won the Lions Club Tournament at Enfield. Transportation 
to the games away from home is provided by bus when it is available, 
and by parents and teachers at other times. 


“Hot Lunch. A school hot lunch program is not yet in effect 
but, with the completion of the kitchen at the Barnes School, should 
be inaugurated next fall. At present, the school milk program in 
which about seventy pupils take part is in effect at the Barnes and 
Center Schools. 


“Nursing. The school nurse, Miss Irma Simeneau, is continuing 
to do an excellent job in helping children to obtain the attention 
they need. She gives much time to special cases. Physical examinations 
are given by the school doctor with the help of the nurse to all pupils 
in grades I, IV, and VIII, and to all taking part in the athletic program. 


“This past summer a dental clinic was held at the Barnes School 
for children wishing to obtain a fluoridization treatment and have 
their teeth cleaned. The school nurse and Mrs. Woodward devoted 
much time to preparing for and working at this clinic.” 


Teachers’ Salaries 


The situation in regard to the teachers’ salaries in Lyme is becom- 
ing increasingly acute. In 1957-58 the salaries of the Lyme women 
teachers were in the lowest 8% in the state. The 1958-59 average 
salary for Lyme women teachers is $3,126.00. According to report 
from the State Department of Education on 1958-59 salaries, only 
66 teachers out of 2,171 women elementary teachers in the state 
receive less than $3,200.00. This means that the Lyme women teachers 
are in the lowest 3% for 1958-59. 


Salaries in surrounding areas are going well beyond Lyme’s. 
The Vermont minimum-salary law that went into effect with the 
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school year 1957-58 calls for the following minimum salaries:

The Vermont communities are required to advance their teachers 
toward the minimum salaries at not less than $300.00 per year. 


All of the Lyme women teachers would fall in the third expe- 
rience level, except one who would be in the second level. Two of 
the teachers would fall into the four-year College Preparation level, 
one in the three-year, and the rest in the two-year. 


How long can Lyme bank on its teachers remaining when they 
might get higher salaries within a two to ten-mile radius? What 
chance has Lyme to compete for teachers if any do leave?
